With some surprise I find in your paper of this 
morning your acqaléscence in the doctrind of the 
Toronto Globe, that if those .who seized. the Chesa- 
peake “acted under a duly authorized commission 
from Jsrrznsox Davis, they cannot be treated as pl- 
rates.” You say, the question “for the British au-: 
thorities is simply and solely whether the seizure of 
the Véssel was or was not made under the orders 
and persona] direction of an officer commissioned by 
Jurrenson Davia. * * ‘If it’ was, we ‘have, ef 
course, nothing to say, excépt what. we have always 
said by way of protest against the concession of bel- 
ligerent rights,’ &c. I have heard the seams view 
put forth in private conversation, but have never be- 
fore seen it advanted in any journal, It appears to 
me to’be entirely wrong. I think the tree view is, 
that these persons are justiciable by the municipel 
Criminal law of the United States preeisely as though 
the thing had been done in tithe of peace, and that if, 
the British would have been. bonnd, in 
that case to deliver them up to our Government, they 
are equally bound todo it'as the matter stands. 
I admit that those we call rebeis are to be treated as 
belligerents in respeet to ourselves, by us and by 
neutrals: It ie not Saotigh that suéh acls de com- 
mitted by persons, one or more of whom may have a 
commission from thehead of the rebel Confederacy 
tb catry on acts of ‘war, by cea or by land. Itake 
the ground that to put persons committing such acts 
in the position of privateers; or persons In the mill- 
tary or naval eervice Of our belligerent enemy, they 
must have a ship or vessel of some kind as the basis 
from which to operate, and, in technical. phrase, pe 
“sailing under the flag” of the belligerent--that: is, 
publicly displaying the'flag, in distinction from hav- 
inig'ai inténtion or desire to do so, and this status 
they must have before thelr acts can become bellig- 
erent acts in view of international law. Before a 
ship of one belligerent can be seized by persons in 
the military or naval service of fhe other, there must 
be a ehipior vessel commissioned by that other, which 
miay be either « public or private ship, to which such 
persons belong as officers and crew. . In the language 
of the law writers, tac ship sails under the commis- 
sion. A privateer ig s. “ship commissioned, fur- 
nished with letters-of-marque, (muni de commission 
lettres-de-marque, In treaties stipulating that the 
subjects of a State shall not, as neutrais, take cont- 
missions from belligerents, the phrase is, that they 
** shall not take commissions to arm vesseis-of-war 
and sail under fheir flag.”.. (See L. Partiosous’s In- 
ternational Law, Part, 3, ch, 20.) Of course; boats 
may be sent out from the commissioned vessel. It is 
an entirely new idea, without any foundation in in- 
ternational law, that persons with a commission hid- 
den in their pockets or trunks, when they get out at 
sea Gre acting under that commission and protected 
by the laws of war, so that they may, as part oftlie 
armed force of the belligerent, commit acts which 
otherwise would be murder and: robbery. The doc- 
trine, if received, would upset the whole law of war 
hitherto eamreve No Powerin the world must. be 
more ready to repudiate it than the Sritish Gov- 
ernment. ~ 

Whether these persons are punishable by the Brit- 
ish Government as pirates, isa different question. I 
think not ; ‘that,they aré not pirates jure gentinm, nor, 
ds ‘such, justiciable. everywhere, But .they. sre 
pirates by statute—that is, the statutes of the United 
States punishing robbery and murder on the bigh 
seas as piracy. are applicable to.them,.
